The  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Dubuque  is  one  of  nine  accredit- 
ed Presbyterian  Theological  Seminaries. 
Its  standards  and  curriculum  are  deter- 
mined by  the  Constitution  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America  and  by  the  standards  of  the  Coun- 
cil on  Theological  Education  and  the 
American  Association  of  Theological 
Schools.  It  is  fully  accredited  by  these 
bodies,  offering  bachelor  degrees  in  Divini- 
ty and  a Master  of  Theology  degree  in  the 
field  of  Rural  Church  and  Life. 

The  Seminary  at  Dubuque  is  required 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  to  specialize  in  training  men 
entering  rural  pastorates  in  the  United 
States  and  overseas.  Growing  library  facil- 
ities, a well  organized  and  supervised  field 
work  program,  and  a course  in  graduate 
work,  including  projects  of  research,  are 
designed  to  meet  this  specification.  While 
the  Seminary  is  Presbyterian  related,  it 
welcomes  students  from  other  denomina- 
tions who  are  seeking  ordination  by  their 
own  church  bodies.  The  curriculum  is  de- 
signed to  serve  these  students  as  well  as 
Presbyterians. 

In  its  statement  of  objectives,  the  Facul- 
ty of  the  Theological  Seminary  maintains 
a close  adherence  to  the  classical  theological 
disciplines,  yet  is  alert  to  the  need  for  de- 
veloping practical  skills  and  proficiency  in 
techniques  required  of  a minister.  This 
balance  has  been  maintained  and  will  be 
maintained  in  the  future.  Ministers  who 
receive  training  at  Dubuque  Seminary  are 
well  grounded  in  the  basic  studies  of  The- 


ology, Church  History,  Bible  and  Home- 
letics;  and  in  addition,  they  have  had  ac- 
tual practice  in  solving  specific  church 
problems.  Both  course  work  and  super- 
vised field  work  prepare  them  for  their 
tasks. 

The  faculty  of  the  Seminary  has  further 
stated  its  purpose  “to  enrich  the  personal 
life  and  Christian  character  of  the  student 
by  the  practice  and  growth  of  personal 
piety.”  To  this  end,  each  day  includes  a 
worship  service.  Since  the  school  is  small, 
each  student  has  an  opportunity  to  know 
his  professors  more  intimately  than  is  pos- 
sible in  a larger  institution.  It  is  possible, 
therefore,  for  the  student  to  understand  the 
personal  faith  and  life  of  his  teacher  very 
intimately. 

During  the  academic  year  1949-50  there 
were  58  students  enrolled:  45  of  these  were 
also  pastors  of  churches  in  the  environ  of 
Dubuque.  The  Seminary  Fellowship  is  a 
self-governing  association.  The  officers  of 
this  group  are  consulted  by  the  Dean  in 
matters  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  stu- 
dents. Through  this  organization,  the  stu- 
dent body  contributes  to  the  support  of 
three  seminaries  overseas.  Also  the  social 
program  of  the  Seminary  is  directed  by  the 
Seminary  Fellowship. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  new  Dean, 
Rev.  Elwyn  A.  Smith,  the  seminary  looks 
forward  to  continued  growth  and  strength 
in  curriculum,  library  facilities,  and  stu- 
dent body.  By  this  means,  the  Seminary 
will  serve  the  Church  and  the  Church 
throughout  the  world.

Master  of  Theology 


For  several  years  requests  have  empha- 
sized the  need  of  further  technical  training 
in  Rural  Church  work  beyond  that  done 
on  a Bachelor  of  Divinity  level.  After 
much  consultation  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary of  the  University  of  Dubuque  has  de- 
veloped an  advanced  degree  called  a Master 
of  Theology  in  Rural  Church  and  Life 
Work.  The  work  is  especially  organized 
to  prepare  people  for  the  following  posi- 
tions: Rural  Pastors,  Coordinators  of  Co- 
operative Parishes,  Directors  of  Larger 
Parishes,  Rural  Church  Executives,  Di- 
rectors of  Migrant  Work,  Teachers  in  Mis- 
sion Schools,  National  Missions  Workers, 
Foreign  Missionaries,  Agricultural  Mis- 
sionaries, Teachers  for  Colleges  and  Semi- 
naries, Rural  Specialists  for  State  Councils, 
and  Church  Leaders  from  Foreign  Coun- 
tries. 

Thirty  hours  of  credit  are  required.  Six 
of  these  hours  must  be  taken  in  the  older 
disciplines  of  the  seminary.  The  remaining 


twenty-four  are  divided  among  class  work, 
research,  and  thesis.  Courses  in  Christian 
education,  community  organization,  lead- 
ership training,  and  population  are  offered. 

In  the  fall  of  1949  and  again  with  the 
spring  semester  of  1950  a limited  number 
of  students  enrolled.  Three  of  these  will 
be  granted  their  degrees  at  the  Spring  Con- 
vocation. The  Rev.  Santiago  G.  Iyoy, 
District  Superintendent  of  the  Llnited 
Church  of  Christ  in  the  Philippines,  is 
completing  his  research  on  the  comity  of 
the  church  in  the  Philippines.  Mr.  Jen-chi 
Chang  of  China  will  complete  his  work 
with  the  presentation  of  a thesis  on  volun- 
teer leadership  for  rural  church  work.  His 
research  is  being  carried  on  in  the  Jo  Da- 
viess Cooperative  Parish.  The  Rev.  Laur- 
ence Nelson  of  Bellevue,  Iowa,  will  also 
receive  his  degree.  His  research  deals  with 
a specialized  problem  which  faces  most 
workers  in  town  and  country  areas.

Football 


Although  Coach  Moco  Mercer’s  Du- 
buque gridders  failed  to  repeat  their  1948 
performance  as  Iowa  Conference  cham- 
pions they  were  again  one  of  the  strong 
contenders.  The  Spartans  finished  second 
in  league  play  losing  only  one  of  five  con- 
ference tilts.  All  told  Dubuque  suffered 
only  two  setbacks  in  eight  grid  games  over 
the  entire  season. 

The  rudest  jolt  came  at  the  outset  of 
the  campaign  when  the  Dubuquers  were 
humbled  64-0  by  Iowa  State  at  Clyde 
Williams  Field  in  Ames. 

Following  that  holacaust  the  Spartans 
bounced  back  amidst  the  friendly  sur- 
roundings of  Chalmers  Field  to  belt  Buena 
Vista  19-0.  All  three  Dubuque  touch- 
downs came  in  the  third  period  with 
“Slug"  Miller  scoring  two  and  passing  for 
a third. 

Parsons  fell  before  the  Dubuque  on- 
slaught at  Fairfield  the  next  Saturday  27-0 
for  the  Spartans’  second  Iowa  Loop  tri- 


umph. Then  on  October  8 at  Chalmers 
Field,  Dubuque  decimated  Platteville  Min- 
ers 67-0. 

Central,  the  Spartans’  old  nemesis, 
ruined  the  Mercermen’s  aspirations  for  a 
second  consecutive  Iowa  Loop  title  by 
trouncing  them  14-6  at  Pella. 

Dubuque  annexed  its  1 1th  consecutive 
homecoming  victory  October  22  by  whip- 
ping the  Luther  College  Norsemen  21-0. 
Bob  Miller  led  the  Dubuque  offensive  ma- 
chine with  two  touchdowns,  his  under- 
study, Bob  Purcell,  tallying  the  third. 

November  5 saw  the  Spartans  climax 
their  home  season  with  a convincing  38-7 
conquest  of  Iowa  Wesleyan. 

At  Canton,  Missouri,  the  Mercermen 
dropped  the  curtain  on  the  1949  grid  year 
by  racing  to  a 34-21  decision  over  Culver- 
Stockton. 

Bob  Miller  led  Dubuque  with  13  touch- 
downs for  78  points.  His  backfield  part- 
ner, Keith  Brown  was  second  with  44.

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Basketball 


Joe  Fortunato,  in  his  first  year  as  Du- 
buque cage  mentor,  did  a remarkable  job  in 
maintaining  the  Spartans’  traditional 
prowess  on  the  hardcourt.  Although  the 
coveted  Iowa  Loop  trophy  eluded  the 
Spartans  again  this  year,  the  Dubuquers 
brought  home  other  honors  as  compensa- 
tion. 

Three  school  records  were  erased.  The 
Spartans  counted  1162  points  over  a 19 
game  stretch  to  rub  out  last  year’s  mark  of 
1095  in  20  tilts.  The  61.2  average  per 
game  is  highest  known  offensive  average 
in  University  history  and  the  90-48 
thumping  given  Central  constitutes  a 
single  game  mark.  Dubuque’s  14-5  sea- 
son's mark  ranked  third  in  the  state  and 
the  Spartans  captured  the  DeKalb  Invita- 
tional Tourney  in  January. 

Fortunato  had  8 veterans  on  hand  at  the 
outset  of  the  campaign  including  three  first 
stringers  of  the  previous  year  plus  Jim 
Kremer,  star  of  the  1948  championship 
five,  who  missed  the  1949  season  due  to 
illness. 

For  the  first  time  the  Iowa  Conference 
was  divided.  Dubuque  was  placed  in  the 
Southern  Division  along  with  St.  Am- 
brose, Parsons,  Simpson,  Central  and  Iowa 
Wesleyan. 

Dubuque  disposed  of  their  first  two  op- 
ponents, La  Crosse  50-41,  and  Platteville 
Tech  69-46,  with  little  difficulty. 


But  this  early  season  success  was  short- 
lived. Western  Illinois  Teachers  slapped 
the  Spartans  68-42,  for  the  Dubuquers' 
worst  setback  since  their  loss  to  mighty 
Bradley  in  1 948. 

A few  nights  later  the  Spartans  again 
met  disaster.  This  time  it  was  Iowa  Wes- 
leyan who  applied  the  damper  52-49  in 
an  Iowa  Conference  contest.  Later  the 
Spartans  walloped  the  Tigers  83-43  at 
Dubuque. 

Those  two  reverses  tended  to  set  the 
wheels  of  a potentially  powerful  Dubuque 
machine  in  motion  again.  Just  before 
Christmas  Fortunato’s  cagers  started  a sev- 
en game  winning  skein  by  clipping  Par- 
sons 48-46. 

During  the  holidays  Dubuque  spread 
havoc  over  the  west  by  trimming  Buena 
Vista  45-43,  South  Dakota  54-53,  and 
Wayne  Teachers  75-55. 

The  Spartans  journeyed  from  the  Mis- 
souri across  the  Mississippi  where  they 
swept  aside  DeKalb  45-43,  and  Illinois 
Normal  61-49  to  take  the  DeKalb  Invita- 
tional Tourney  championship. 

Platteville  Tech  was  subdued  71-38, 
but  the  winning  streak  was  broken  at  Dav- 
enport by  St.  Ambrose  60-44.  After  that 
loss  the  Spartans  breezed  by  Simpson,  Cen- 
tral, Iowa  Wesleyan  and  Parsons  only  to 
bow  before  St.  Ambrose  82-80  at  Du- 
buque. It  was  the  Spartans’  first  home- 
court  loss  in  21  games.

Even  with  those  setbacks  the  Dubuquers 
were  still  a factor  in  the  hottest  Loop  race 
in  years.  The  Spartans  roared  back  into 
contention  for  the  title  with  a 56-48  tri- 
umph over  Central  but  lost  out  in  the  sea- 
son's final  by  dropping  a 54-51  thriller  to 
Simpson,  to  finish  fourth  in  league  with  a 
6-4  record. 

Captain  Leroy  Watts  rounded  out  a 
brilliant  four  year  career.  The  Dubuque 
star  was  again  an  all-conference  selection. 
Besides  being  the  Spartans’  floor  general 
and  defensive  giant,  Watts  led  the  scoring 
parade  with  248  points  in  19  contests. 

Also  winding  up  their  eligibility  as 
Spartans  were  Bud  Loats  who  graduated  at 
mid-semester,  Dwight  Price  and  Bob  Nis- 
sen. 

Eleven  letters  were  presented  at  the  bas- 
ketball banquet.  Leroy  Watts,  Rhys 
Hutchison,  Bill  Braucht,  Bryan  Cannon, 
Jack  Holcomb,  Jim  Kremer,  Bud  Loats, 
Paul  Luehr,  Bob  Nissen,  Dwight  Price, 
Bob  Purcell.

Intramural  Athletics  moved  into  full 
swing  when  120  men  reported  for  intra- 
mural basketball.  Intramural  Director  C. 
T.  Peterson  with  Will  Tuttle  as  his  assist- 
ant organized  two  basketball  leagues,  the 
American  and  the  National. 

In  the  American  League  six  teams  were 
organized,  each  adopting  the  name  of  a 
Big  Ten  school.  Composing  this  league 
were  the  following  teams:  Illinois,  North- 
western, Michigan  State,  Indiana,  Ohio 
State,  and  Minnesota. 

Michigan,  Purdue,  Army,  Iowa,  Wis- 
consin and  Navy  were  the  representatives 
of  the  National  League. 


Michigan,  the  championship  team,  won 
their  league  title  handily,  going  on  to  de- 
feat Illinois  34-29.  The  Wolverines,  cap- 
tained by  Jim  Guenther,  had  a perfect  final 
record  of  6 wins  and  no  setbacks. 

Illinois  won  the  American  League 
championship  by  clipping  Northwestern  in 
the  play-off  tilt.  Northwestern,  composed 
entirely  of  freshmen,  dropped  a 33-30  en- 
counter. Dick  Hendee  captained  the  Illi- 
nois quintet  in  their  unsuccessful  title  bid. 

Not  only  was  Keith  Brown  one  of  the 
top-notch  Spartan  football  players,  but  he 
also  participated  in  intramurals.  Brownie 
also  won  the  intramural  archery  champion- 
ship this  year. 
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Wrestling 


The  University  of  Dubuque  sponsored 
a varsity  wrestling  squad  for  the  first  time 
since  the  war.  Dubuque  Athletic  Director 
and  head  football  coach,  “Moco”  Mercer 
guided  the  fortunes  of  the  year’s  team. 

The  group  made  two  off-campus  ap- 
pearances. The  Spartan  matmen  scrim- 
maged with  Cornell’s  perennial  mid-west 
greats.  Next  the  Dubuque  grapplers  jour- 
neyed to  Wartburg  College,  Waverly, 
Iowa,  to  take  part  in  the  conference  meet. 

Competing  against  such  competition  as 
St.  Ambrose,  Iowa  Wesleyan,  Wartburg 


and  Upper  Iowa  the  Mercermen  placed 
fourth.  Lack  of  experience,  which  the 
other  teams  possessed,  told  on  the  Du- 
buquers  and  was  one  of  the  primary  fac- 
tors for  their  winding  up  near  the  bottom 
end  of  the  ledger.  Next  year  a team  of  vet- 
erans will  represent  the  Spartans  on  the 
mat.
